In the instant case the 
inventions of groups I-IV have different functions. The invention of group I is solely for image 
output. The invention of group II is for improving the motor skills of a human being. The 
invention of group III is for the collection and processing of data. The invention of group IV is a 
method for combining electronic data signals. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
